The status of college students 
as regards the draft looks rather 
“optimistic”, according to Dr. 
Andrew Roberts, Santa Ana Col- 
lege military advisor. 


Standards set by selective ser- 
vice are that freshmen’ in the 
upper half, sophomores in the 
upper two thirds, and juniors in 
the upper three fourths of their 
classes will be deferred during 
their next undergraduate years. 

A second basis of deferrment is 
also offered college students. By 
scoring 70 on _ aptitude tests, 
which are to be given at SAC 
during May and June, students 
may be deferred. The test is de- 
signed to measure abality to learn 
and not knowledge of scholastic 
achievement. 


Selective Service has empha- 
sized that students are not requir- 
ed to meet both qualifications. A 
deferrment will be granted to stu- 
dents either by ranking in the top 
percentage of the class or by 
getting a high enough score on the 
test. 

Dr. Roberts also added that any 
student with a specific problem
